Bomb fails to materîaliié ~ . 

Arts Building threat proves false

About 300 students and professors stood about in the snow outside the Arts Building Friday 
afternoon as a squad of Montreal policemen searched the building for a-bomb which^did not exist. 



A bomb-dctnoIiUon squad, led 
by Dctective Scrficant Leo Flouffe 
scoured the building from roof to 
basement for 45 minutes, after 
being summoned by Principal and 
Vice-chancellor H. Rocke Robert- 
son. 

Tlie bomb threat was received 
by tlie University switchboard at 
1:28 pm. An unidentified man te- 
lephoned to say that a bomb had 
been planted somewhere in the 
Arts Building, and was set to ex- 
plode in about one hour. 
Building nearly empty 

As Dr. Robertson explained later, 
"The building was fortunately al- 
most empty at the time. The timing 
of the call gave us ample oppor- 
tunity to clear the building." 

It was decided that there was no 
need for a general alarm, and jani- 
tors were sent to all the rooms to 
announce that the Principal had 
ordered tho building evacuated. 
Witliin minutes, students were 
running from class to class, shout- 
ing "Get .out of here; there's a 
bomb set to go off." 

When . the. police arrived, with 
an emergency van and five car- 
- loads of officers, they toolc charge 
of the search for the bomb while 
all the staff and facility left the 
building. g-T-

Dr. Robertson discounted ru- 
mours that the threat might have 
been made by a student somewhat 
unprepared for a mid-term exam. 
"We give our students credit for 
more responsibility than that," he 
said. ' . 

The high point of the after- 
noon came for many students at 
2:23 pm, as a post office trucic 
drove up the campus from Roddlclc 
Gates. Whispers of "It's in the mail- 
box !" ran through the crowd, as 
a detcrminiid mailman pushed his 
way through the tight scml-circle 
of onlookers. Before an astonished 
throng he mounted the Arts Build- 
ing steps — and emptied the after- 
noon mall. 

Bomb scare lively 

Students ' generally found the 
bomb. 'scare and the subsequent 
cancellation of lectures a bright 
spot in an otherwise rather mun- 
dane day. 

One girl related how she first 
received word of the bomb threat : 
"I was coming out of'the tunnel 
from tho Library when I was stop- 
ped by a janitor sw.ceping the 
floor. 'Don't come , in here,' he 
shouted, ' Go back I' «Why ?' I ask- 
ed innocently. There's a bomb in 
the . building,' he explained, and 
continued sweeping." . ■ • 

The investigation ended at 2:40 
pm, several minutes after the bomb 
should have 'exploded.- Almost itn-v 



policemen vacated the . building, 
the students who had been waiting 
outside surged .up the steps. "Such 
thirst for knowledge," commented 
Dr. Robertson. -"Such a cold day," 
added one of his colleagues. 

This bomb scare Is not the 
first in McGlll's history. Three or 
four months ago, the University 
received two false reports in one 
day.

OF McGILL UNIVERSITY 
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Twelve short weeks 

^^A/Hh:-disc'oncertInq speed, the first term has come 
^ona^linost gone; a few lectures, a few term papers, 
a few exams and McGill Universftyivvill stand vfrtuall/ 
deserted until 1964 and the second term get under 
way. 

The last 12 weeks have witnessed à series of events 
which span the full range of human emotions and 
experience, some of importance to only a few indivi- 
duals, others affecting the « entire, world, ànd still 
others covering ^ the ■ full spectrum between these' 
extremes. 

Within the. confines of our own university we have 
been surrounded with activity and . growth. Every 
empty lot owned by McGill appears to be the site 
of some construction project and, where empty lots 
have not been available, old buildings have fallen 
at the hands of demolition crews to be replaced by 
new. Going hand in hand with the physical expansion 
of McGill has been her intellectual growth. A new 
Institute of French-Canadian studies has been opened. 
Expanded facilities at the Allan Memorial will allow 
significantly increased research. 

On the student-faculty leyel, a new spirit of co- 
operation and mutual undentanding Is apparent for 
which we must be particularly grateful to our Prin- 
cipal, Dr. H. Rocke Robertson. 

However, the first term has not been one of un- 
mixed blessing for McGill. In quick succession vve 
suffered two serious losses, one, a beloved teacher 
since 1926, Professor John Culliton, the other, McGill's 
greatest benefactor, Mr. J.W. McConnell. 
' Moving outward from the campus the last 12 
weeks have seen continuous negotiation and much 
disappointment in our dealings with the Provincial 
government. Fees have been Increased. Bursaries 
havp been decreased. Progress has been virtually 
non-existent. We have made some progress in under- 
standing our French-Canadian confrères and convinc- 
ing them to understand us, but this has been very 
slow and much more remains to be done. 

Moving further from home, or more accurately 
moving to events which affect the entire world, there 
have been a number of important developments. 
In the last 12 weeks, the major powers of the eastern 
and western world have succeeded in reaching agree- 
ment in a treaty banning atmospheric- testing 'of 
nuclear devices. Peace on earth is still only a dream 
but the gradual poisoning of the people of the world 
has for the time Being ceased. 

The most staggering event of the last few months 
was, certainly the assassinationiofJohn F. Kennedy, 
35th President bf the. United StateFof America. It is 
doubtful that any single event has ever gripped the 
minds of as mariy people as did this tragedy. The 
world has still to':recpYer from the trauma ca6sed,by 
Kennedy's death; objective analysis of it is for the 
distant future only. 

Twelve eventful weeks, have passed since most of 
us began lectures. Now^ we: pause for a brief respite 
before the second term begins. What it will hold no 
one con say. It will demand mental and physical 
alertness, fresh minds and rested bodies. We wish 
all our readers, the faculty and students of McGill 
University, together with their families and friends, 
the best which the new year can bring. 



John F. Kennedy ^ A Tribute

■ilieltered wifiiin these academic walls, yet we cannot Ignore the terrible event of last Friday. 
Canada is a sister country to the' United Stales, and cannot but share In oor sorrov/. Indeed tha 
speech of Mr. Pearson was one of the best I have heard; without any oratorio] flourishes, he eon-

veyed sincerity and conviction; he spolce from the heart. Moreover;iw«rtln4plao 
activity, surely have a special Interest In Mr. Kennedy, for^arà^mèWmh^^ for 
Ideas, for the life of the Intellect. He brought dash and stylé Into the White House; he encouraged 
constantly scientists, poets, musicians and all men of leHers. There is also more. Mr. Kennedy, in 
his energy, his hopefulness, his buoyant and goy spirit and in his enthusiasm embodies the 
Image of youth; he represented yourselves. Youth Is ardent and ambitious but Is also liable 
to quick disappointments and disillusionntents; you have not yet — as a matter of course — met 
with disasters. And this precisely is what the terrible event of Friday signifies to us todays the 
universal, fact of -adversity — and a fact whichwe must take Into our hearts. 



A brilliant light was suddenly 
put out 

An upstanding tree, not yet In 
its prime, reaching to tlio sky 
— a .tree with outstrctclied 
branches slielterlng many : this 
tree suddenly was struck by 
llgiitning and now lies shat- 
tered. 

On that sunny. Texas after- 
noon, a flock of birds was flying 
swiftly high above, led by an 
eagle, soaring, graceful, power- 
ful. Suddenly a shot is heard. 
Look, the eagle is falling down, 
down, bis wings limp, for he. is 
dead.' - 

At once that eagle Is enfolded 
In tender 'anns;- as we know, 
Mrs. Kennedy gathered him in 
her- arms and' held him gently 
and protectively as the car sped 
to the hospital. I must now in- 
terrupt to add a word about 
Mrs. Kennedy. Haying listened 
to the commentators and watch- 
ed the T.V., I know this — that 
she carried herself with great 
strength, composure, self-con- 
trol.. Only an hour or so after 
his death, she stood by the side 
of the new/president as he took 
his oathfôf^dfnce' at the Dallas 
i.àliport; and at the procession 
Ifbm the hospital to the Capitol, 
aind.then at the Capitol she 
walked erect and stood unmov- 
ing; a figure of tragic grandeur. 
And there is another thing. She 
was with him in the car speed- 
ing to the hospital; she was 
with him inside the ambulance 
which took him to the plane; 
when the plane arrived at Wash- 
ington, once more she entered 
the ambulance with him, and in 
that night she stayed at the 
hospital where his body was, till 
after 4 am. 

She stayed by him in death 
as in life. And at ttic Rotunda

MrienïpnHemptlng Jesus in Uie 
desert^'fhe claimed that he. Sa- 
tan;':owhed the world. On the 
contrary, we ^should be sur- 
prised that goodness exists at 
all . here and there; perhaps 
there is a power making for 
goodness, and perhaps it will 
eventually win. The reality of 
evil is a lesson we learn from 
thé tragic drama. In Romeo and 
Juliet, a wonderful love is buri- 
ed in the grave; In Othello, a 
good man is brought to his 
death by lago, the incarnation 
of evil; Hamlet, in despair of 
his mother, says of her that sho 
is 'stewed in corruption'? 

The evil in life Is of two 
kinds. The first is adversity and 
it is inevitable. There is the 
failure of our hopes, always 
greater than our capacities, but 
often a failure duo to circum- 
stance; there is the inevitable 
breakdown of friendships, there 



is sickness, there, is the death 
of those we love. The second 
kind of evil is wickedness, plain 
raaicvolcncc, sin in the human 
soul. You will work for good 
causes, and yet these causes 
may be defeated by the forces 
of evil. There is hatred, hostil- 
ity, brutality, depths of brutal- 
ity. Aristotle spolie wisely about 
the meaning of tragic drama 
and I would like to borrow one 
or two ideas from him, giving - 
them a slant of my own. For 
instance, he spcalts of recog- 
nition! We should all recognize 
the malice in us, our evil 
thoughts, our hostile attitudes. 
This is the self-knowledge that 
Socrates talked about; the know- 
ledge that wc arc ignorant, that 
we arc full of illusions about 
ourselves, that wc arc finite, all 
of us with a vulnerable Achilles 
heel; and therefore we should 
not be proud. . 

Then there Is the recognition 
of evil outside .us,, of, fate, 
chance and adversity.' Everyone 
needs to undergo a Copemican 
revolution. Before Copernicus, 
people thought that the sun re- 
volves around the earth; after 
-Copernicus they realized tliat 
the earth revolves around the 
sun. This change has its human 
side. We tend to think that we 
are at the center of things and 
that life is made to suit our 
purposes. We should all realize 
that, rather than being at the 
center, we arc at the circum- 
ference. We do not count as 
much as we would like to think 
in the scheme of affairs; there 
is a fate which controls us, or 
at least of which we must take 
account • ' >.

her two children beside her; 
mother and children were to- 
gether; and she took Caroline 
along when she went to kneel 
by the coffin. She had the chil- 
dren with her so that they could ^ 
share with her the sorrows and 
the glories of their father, alive 
or dead. In all this, she symbol- 
ized the absolute unity of man 
and women wedded together, 
the oneness of the family, more 
complete than in any other re- 
lation. 

What shocked us about the 
tragic event of that Friday was 
its -suddenness. One moment he 
was waving gaily, the next ho 
had been mortally struck. Such 
disaster shocks also because it 
comes so impredictably. His 
plans, all human plans — be- 
came victims of the unexpected 
chances and mischances of life. 
I don't believe that he ever 
knew, what had happened to 
him, and perhaps it was better 
so. There is one final irony: 
that such an insignificant per- 
son, such a nonentity, could 
bring down the majesty of 
power. The worst thing about 
adversity, is that it makes no 
sense, that it is utterly ineaiiihg- 
..less. And so, let me say some 
■.words ^about adversity and -how 
one should meet it 
. ; It Is an outrage to human sen- 
sibllity, and conscience that 
hatred should conquer love, that 
violence should defeat modera-^.^ 
tlon, that despairing frustration '>!o 
and littleness should undermine t?.*

IN REVIEW 

I This fall marked lasting and even historic 
changes in the life of the Students' Society 
(iiicflM^f^ )^ years of patient 
waiting constmfion of the New Union finally 
began. LW. McConnell, probably McGill's 
greatest benefactor, died. The first lACSA 
was held, radical changes were made in the 
eus structure, the government reduced burs- 
aries, two ttcGill debaters toured Britain. 



The year began for most of us with the perennial ' 
confusion, disorder, and chaos of registration, com- 
pounded during the first weclc of classes with the inevi- 
table lineups outside the Boo1<st6re, the Associate 
Dean's Office, and the steps of the Arts Building. 

But for about 100 students — all leaders in their 
respective campus organizations — the year began one 
wcelc earlier, in the relatively sane setting of the Union 
Ballroom. They had all congregated for the first McGill 
Conference of Student Affairs, set up to improve co- 
ordination and exchange of ideas between campus clubs. 
Reports were heard from most . members of the SEC 
end from most major organizations. . - 

A highlight of the Conference was the release of 
the Education Committee report on problems of com- 
munication between the students, the University, and 
the general public. The report made ten recommenda- 
tions, many of which have already been implemented. 

Josh White came to McGill to participate in a Hoot- 
enany held In Redpath Hall . . . the Constitution of the 
McGiU' section of the Young Communist League was - 
passed by Council... Dr. Eric Jay was appointed Dean 
of the Faculty, of Divinity. • ' : 'JC - '•, 

Trouble broke out on the other side of the moun- 
tain at the Université de Montréal as students held a 
'boycottage' against their Cafeteria in response to a ten- 
cent hike in price. Thé^two-weèk disputeLendcd in a :. 
compromise wherebyl^thréêlftiffcrent meals would bo 
■ervcd at different prices'. 

NFCUS revamped 

Historic, changes in the structure of NFCUS took 
place at the Edmonton- Congress in response to a de- 
mand by French leaderà for the creation of two separate 
unions with only an undefined 'superstructure' uniting 
them. A compromise' was reached which, while creating 
two equal groups within the Canadian Union of Students, 
provided for a more cohesive structure and the protec- 
tion of minority groups on the provincial as well as the 
federal level. McGiU's Sonny Gordon was the key man in 
negotiations toward thé compromise and for his invalua- 
ble work he was elected best delegate by the Congress. 
Eight hundred students collected $7,000 in ' the 
annual Red Feather Blitz... Activities Night took 
oh a new look as it was held in the Sir Arthur Currrie 
Gym rather than' in the Union as in past years ... 
Even the massive expanse of the Gym provided bare- 
ly enough room for the unending boardes of Frosh. 
Fall Convocation saw the granting jof four Honorary 
degrees to the, Hon. Paul Comtois, Dr. F. C. HorsfaU, 
Agnes Matthews, and Cmdr. 0. C. Robertson . . : Mrs. Fran- 
ces Kelsey was given; a- Gold Medal... Professor Hol- 
coinb twaSithe/Anly: survivor of this year's Professor's 
tlaft*.^.'!C6bkiè Lazarus was Idected SAC Chairman and 
Bob Haack acclaimed Engineering rep in two SEC by- 
elections.. . à McGill debating: team failed to prove to 
the satisfaction of its audience^jtklAW and Justice 
are incompatible in-a democratie^sodety.-',' 

Homecoming Weekend sawj 1,500 grads retun^toi 
Campus to watch the football team lose and fourfconi^ 
mentators discuss the crisis within ' Confederation ... 
Blood Drive' obtained over 3,000 pints this year but 
failed to break a record despite an unprecedented' 705- 
pint one-day total... Arts and Science captured the 
Bloody Mary trophy for the first time in years but 
failed to keep it for long before it inexplicably disap- 
peared . . . Bloody Boris also disappeared — par for the 
course — but persistent rumours reach the Daily office 
that he may soon make an appearance. 

'Fire raged on Mont St. Hilairc the second time in 



five years but the damage was apparently. minimal... 
U.S. Negropalph 'vEIlison, author , of ."The Invisible 
Man';, addrësscd^i SCOPE audience , i .^ Robert F. Shaw, 
Deputy Commissioner ' for vthe, World's Fahr, . assured 
students 'that?the;Fair. would be ready in time with no 
major difficulties VvV'^Nèvin Bryant was appointed 
Chairman of Winter Carnival. - . 

Students across thelflirovince became aiigered by 
the drastic and sudden reduction of government 'bursa-, . 
ries, the result of the system of norms established to 5 
guide the disbursements. After negotiations with stu-'; 
dent representatives, government officials admitted that . 
the norms were unrealistic but claimed that they could 
not change them until next year. The negotiations ïldso . 
resulted in the establishment of certain special "cases 
In which present norms could be waived. 

Eric Kierans, Provincial Minister of Revenue, came 
to McGill only to be quizzed by irate students on the 
reduction of bursaries and the increase in fees . . . two

PresldentlKennedy's death shocked students and 
faculty of;aU!niUbnalitles and political allegiance. Reac- 
tions ranged from 'grief to amazement to disbelief — 
even to fear. "John.'Fitzgerald Kennedy has been 
murdered," a Daily editorial read, ^ "sacrificed for tho 
noble principles to which his life was dedicated." A 
memorial service for thé assassinated President, in Red- 
path Hall was filled to overflowing by students come 

to pay tribute. ■■^'■^S^'.-^ . . 

An Open Meeting of the Students' Society, was 
held for two days to deal with four amendments to 
the Students' Society constitution. One amendment 
to extend the sixty-five per cent rule passed easily. 
Another constitutionalizing the PGSS Trust Fund for 
a post-graduates' home also passed. However, the. 
Daily motion to abolish statutory grants was defeated 
in the midst of rampant emotionalism, hisses and 
booing. 

The second day's meeting opened with an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to rescind the decUion of the previous 
day because "the emotionalism prevalent during dis- 
cussion of the motion prevented adequate discussion of 
its merits". When' tho motion to give postgraduate 
students an extra representative came to the floor, 
what amounted to an impromptu filibuster broke out. 
Every procedural delaying tactic was used to prevent 
the motion from coming to a vote, since the post-grads 
easily dominated the house numerically. 

The two open meetings contained everything that 
is bad in open meetings. If Wednesday's meeting illus- 
trated one extreme, Thursday's easUy slid back to. the

■ (Continued from xxige 6) 
of evil docs not mean that we 
should 'submit to it We should 
never lower the flae. never re- 
nounce effort, desire and ambi- 
tion — never, never. The point 
of acquiring the knowledge of 
evil il that we get prepared for 
it 'when it' comes; siich .know- 
ledge, prevents disillusionment 
and cynicism; it strengthens our 
morale. Wc shall hot waver, we 
shall not be frightened when 
disaster strikes, for now wc 
know our enemy, wc know that 
he is lurking around and we 
are ready to fight 

There it another word of 
Aristotle's of which I would 
like to remind you, and that is 
catharsis, the purgation of the 
soul and, as he puts it, the pur- 
gation of the soul from terror. 
Wc shall not be terrified; when 
danger confronts us we shall 
oppose it with courage. On the 
one band there is the knowledge 
that evil èicists around and in- 
side us; on the other, there, is 
the faith in goodness. The first 
is a fact, a scientific fact; the 
other is a faith, but a faith that' 
is strong and one which stimul- 
ates us to fight against evil. So, 
an adequate life combines at 
one and the same time the re- 
cognition of adversity, the know- 
ledge' of evil, and on the otlrer, 
the attachment to the good, the 
hope that goodness will prevail. 
The first without the second 
produces cynicism and defeat- 
ism. The second without the 
first produces sentimentality 
and fatuous optimism. And per- 
haps, this battle against adver- 
sity, this faith that goodness 
will overcome wickedness — a 
faith aroused by evil itself — 
this endows evil with meaning, 
it makes sense out of it 

Finally, a word about, educi- 
tion. In college the aim is to 
learn, to train the intellect. You 
read books and you acquire 
knowledge and the critical at- 
titude of mind. This is good but 
far from being all there is to 
education. Remember that ed- 
ucation is a preparation for 
life. Education aims at the 
whole'pçnoiirttaims^to develop 



' the human being via the Intel- 
lect When you have passed all 
your examinations, when you 
have mastered all the books as- 
signed, in your courses, when 
you receive your diploma, the 
question may still be raised: 
are you really educated, have 
you undergone the Copcrnican 
revolution, have you acquired 
the wisdom of the serpent which 
is the cool-headed recognition 
of evil and along with this — 
have you acquired the unterri- 
fied and courageous spirit to 
endure and to fight the evil 7 

The world into which you 
\i4n enter after you leave these 
sheltered walls of the academy 
has changed . markedly, j since 
Victorian days. Meanwhile —- it 
is true — wc haye - mastered' 
our. environment, we have pro- 
duced green fields; in the de- 

. scrt> we have built cities ini the : 
wilderness, we have constructed 
roads and highways with de- ' 

. finite destinations. When we ' 
travel on these we know where 
we arc going. 

But in another sense we do 
not know. For, .contrary to the 
way. of life in. .Victorian time;, 
our life today, socially;-',hajtion- 
ally, politically, internationally 
Is dominated by the factor of 
unpredictability. We do not to- 
day know ' what tomorrow will 
bring. There are no roads, only 
trails leading nowhere. Sta.biiity 
and safety too arc gone; our 
motto has necessarily become 
Nietzsche's phrase : live dan-

nor the Daili; report explained 
that as soon as I was challenged 
for my "action", I returned to 
the rostrum and explained why 
I was against reconsidering the 
previous day's motion. 

Even the headline of Nov. 29 
is misleading — "Meeting dis- 
solves into chaos, quashes 
amendment . . ." The meeting 
did not quash the PGSS amend- 
ment, and it was the obstructio- 
nist tactics of only a few Indi- 
viduals which prevented a vote 
from being taken. 

The Editorials in the Daily, 
in my opinion, have shown un- 
warranted bias and reflected 
the views of a tiny segment 
of campus opinion.

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Professor Robert Alexander 
Mundell, for the last three 
months Visiting Professor of 
Economics at McGill, is a 
highiy-respeçtéd authority on 
international trade. 

Bom in Kingston 31 years 
ago, Prorcssor Mundell has for 
tho last two years worked on 
the staff of the International 
Monetary Fund, the organization 
which stabilizes currency prices 
throughout the world. 

Dressed casually, with shirt- 
sleeves rolled, Professor Mun- 
dell worics at a relaxed pace 
behind the cluttered desk which 
dominates one corner of his 
office. To the visitor, he ap- 
pears at once pensive and dy- 
namic, as he puffs thoughtfully 
on his pipe or bursts into ani- 
mated discussion. I 
■ mat did he think of the Uni- 
versity so far? "McGiU's Eco- 
nomics Department is good — 
at least by Canadian standards. 
Its undergraduate facilities, in 
fact, are first-class." . - 

"But," he continued, "no Ca-' 
nadian University has develop- 
ed a really important graduate 
school. In fact, there are fewer 
Ph.D.'s granted in on« year in 
Canada than in the City of Bos- 
ton alone." 

Professor Mundell Is certainly 
qualified to contrast the merits 
of Canadian and American in- 
stitutions. After obtaining his 
BA in Economics and Slavonic 
Studies from the University of 
British Columbia in 1953, he 
studied successively at the Uni- 
versity of Washington, M. I. T. 
and London School of Econo' 
mics, where he was Mackenzie 
King Scholar. In 1956-57, he was 
a post-Doctoral Fellow in Poli- 
tical Economy at the University 
of Chicago.

He was, just three weeks ago, 
called to address the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee of the United 
States Congress, on the liquidity 
problem. 

Noting that he had testified 
exactly one week before the as- 
sassination of the President, 
he could see no drastic chan- 
ges in Johnson's monetary poli- 
cy. "He has retained the team 
he met while a student at UBC, 
of Kennedy advisors, especially 
Martin, Dillon, and Hillcr. The 
banks will support the US dol- 



lar and I expect no crisis of 
gold outflow." 

Discussing his work on: the 
International Monetary ■ Fund, 
Professor. Mundell brought up 
what he referred to as his "gold 
herring", an imaginative pro- 

' posai to introduce greater flexi- 
bility into the exchange of gold. 
He advocates that the US gdv- 
crnment sell gold at a higher 
price than it buys at. This, he 

. claims, - : would;'; prevent stagiia- . 
tion in countries with a balance' 
of payments defici^i and infla-.. 
tion in those with a payments'- 
surplus. 

Asked whether he preferred 
the task of research and com- 
munication or the more cçn- 
crete one of putting theory iiito 
action, Professor Mundell re- 

' plied, "Most of us like to think 
of ourselves as both men of 
thought and men of action. 

I certainly would not like to 
remain only a teacher all my 
life. But, in Economics in par- 
ticular, there Is no great dicho- 
tomy between research and 
practical activity. Economics is 
one of the few social sciences 
where there is possibility of 
some experimentation."

Mundell has three children. As 
to his extra-curricular interests, 
MundcU said, "I am. very fond 
of the theatre and good music, 

• but as to having any talent for 
them, I'm a consumer — defi- 
nitely not a producer.'

"Expérience ? Well, I don't know. Un- 
less you'd call wriling editorials for the 
■Dai/v experience." Dave is probably 
right. Editorial writing is hardly n nor- 
mal background for a coUckc playwriglit 
of his capabilities. But there it is. 

In 1D59, he resigned liis position as 
News Editor of the Daily, feeling that il 
didn't offer sufficient challenge. Hi 
joined two friends over coffee, and halt 
an hour later, found himself agreeing 
to do a major portion of the writing for 
Got It Made. This was a turning ^oint 
In Dave's life. 

Until then, he was Just another coUa 
gc student, perhaps a little more percept- 
ive and intelligent than most.. Now, ho 
had a driving force directing his life. 
To write. In the intervening three years, 
he has been script writer for two more 
revues — O Kennedy in 1001 and Some* 
thing for Nothing in 10Q3. 

He looks upon these efforts as pro- 
bably the best experience available for 
an aspirant playwright; in this medium, 
he can watch his work rehearsed, watch 
it presented to an audience, and watch 
spectator reaction.

The writer, carried away by 
his new-found affluence and 
fame, is nearly seduced by his 
glitterhig agent In return, his 
hicky but' cute little wife 
nearly seduces a handsome mo- 
vie star, engaged to play in the 
stage adaptation of -this , lucra- 
tive masterpiece,'>,Necdless to 
say, they both , realize this is 
not the real thing-and the'film 
ends with a shot of them tear- 
ing up to their bed of licit 
love. 

This portrayal of a once-good 
writer gone to the dogs, is ty- 
pically unconvincing, the pho-- 
tography prosaic.

Le Doulot is argot for stoolie 
(which is a police informer 
for those not familiar with un- 
derworld lingo).

The plot is extreinely,yCompU-i 
catcd with an inordinate amoiintt^ 
of red herrings thrown, hi à la 
Perry Mason. Suffice to say that 
Belmondo is the stoolie who, 
in the end, turns out not to be 
the stoolie; Serge Regglanl is 
his friend who suspects that 
Belmondo is informing the po- 
lice, and while in prison due to 
the tipping off of the police, he 
hires a thug to kill Belmondo. 
But he is killed instead while 
trying to warn Belmondo, hav- 
ing discovered in the meantime 
that Belmondo was not the stoo- 

Not only is Belmondo fhially 
killed, but there is also for sup- 
plementary, excitement, a dyed 
blonde who \» bound and gagged 
and later kUIed;,va;> policeman 
who Is Belmondo'siiriendiindiis. 
killed hiB^0anfightt(^wUd}| 
the film1iboiud8)T%11iefcause^ 
of these minor outbursts is a 
load of jewels that keeps chang- 
ing hands, appearing and reap- 
pearing at strategic intervals, in 
the film, to dazzle the eye of 
the beholder. 

In order to make the An^eri- 
can viewer (to whom the film 
is obviously directed) feel chez 
lui, as it were, there are. shots 
of plush houses with lavish in- 
teriors that the camera lingers 
on lovingly, expensive night- 
clubs where dark'iuited 
"heavies" lurk around , every 
sprouting fountain and report 
secret goings-on,, to. the. tight 
lipped bOiss,^pbUce^ stations- 
bright UghtedS^Sa^tark • — 
where grlim-faced and all-know* 
ing officials pace up and'down 
and always have a trick up their 
sleeve. And, of course there, are 
shiny, tail-finned convertibles 
that only . the more .affluent 
gangsters drive — thehr tastes 
evidently formed from watch- 
ing too many American movies. 

Reggiani's acting is admirable 
and Bclmondo's portrayal of 
the . hard-shelled gangster with 
the loyal interior and a way of 
getting what he wants, Is gua- 
ranteed to set the ladles' hearts 
aflutter.-.

My Life to Live 

Now playing at tha Snowdon 
Thaatra, ilarrlng Anna Karlna, dl- 
ractad . by Jaaivluc Cedard. 

The} movie-gohig public has 
eagerly awaited the fulfillment 
of the cinematic promise of 
Breathlati, but It seems from 
My Life to Live that they will 
cither have to.be more, patient 
or look elsewhere,' " ' 

The plot divided into chap- 
^ ters each supplied with Brech- 
' tian titles, tells the tale of a 
prostitute and how she got that 
way. Nana, (Annà Karina — 
Godard's wife) is a Parisian 
salesgirl whose poverty forces 
her to walk the streets. Nana 
apparently, has abandoned her' 
husband and child and now 
with rents and living expenses 
piling up and filled with a 
sense of boredom and useless- 
ncss she decides to solve all 
her problems by taking- the 
step into whoredom. She has 
made "^her own choice and 
seems satisfied in the sehise of 
independence it gives. Thb, 
however, is her side of' the 
picture. To the audience, she 
. is ndUdng more^than^a. puppet, 
a victhn of „;th'elblIiid,S brutal 
forces ;;tliat^'ciiun^er|,unknow- 
ingly;iinTtheirAeterhàl-cyclé.' In 
^tliej end Nana is' sold like a 
^ common piece of property and 
shot '— ' written off as a busi- 
ness loss. 

This seems like a good sub- 
ject for a film; Godard, unfor- 
tunately, was not up to it, and 
the movie degenerates into a 
series of . vacuous, stylistic devi- 
ces. Seldom has so much tech- 
nical knowledge gone to say so 
little. The openhig sequence of 
of couple conversing In a res- 
taurant — backs to the camera 
— for the eternity of seven 
minutes," may show Godard's 
cinematic darhig, but as far as 
the film and Its exposition are 
concerned, it Is. enthrely mea- 
ningless. It b . trickery for 
tricks', sake. .Not only does , the 
sequencev;^ have no; mesiiagi^ 
: (and, God knàws, Tve' trlêd^'tP 
'jréad somethhig into It) but It 
leaves us Irritated and bewil- 
dered. 

The other episodes - are no 
less empty. The camera follows 
Nana around the streets with 
loving attention (and Anna Ka- 
rina herself may certainly me- 
rit:/ this), hut . whenever she 
opens her mouth, dull cliches 
and nonsense roll out like ar- 
tificial pearls of coloured glass; 
as soon as they hit the hard 
ground of the understanding, 
they break into little grey pie- 
ces. In one scenes 'Nana .indul- 
ges in a band-hdd dlscu^on , 
of "serious thfags" with ; a phi- 
losopher in a^coffee. bar/.There 
are somé^luiiilgÈréferences: to 
r8Uence";fMi^pér^8uiUble, 
. quasl-exl8^[jSw|KtbpIcs. The 
. :knowledge!|pKV«fK phi- 
losopher. Is playing the role of 
thé cafe- philosopher (Brice Pa- 
rain) is no credit either to the 
state of French philosophy or 
to the state of French film- 
making. The result Is dull, te- 
dious, metaphysical nonsense. 
The scene with Raoul, Nana's 
phnp, Is another of their type. 
Allusions to that famous 
French author, Edgar Allen 
Poe, and Leibniz, are thrown in 
for the culture vulturé, but 
name^lropphig Is still name- 
dropping, and all Godard's li- 
terary pretensions serve for 
naught , ' 

The photography Is excellent 
and physically, tho film is edu- 
cating, but the mahi character 



remahis intellectually unrealiz- 
ed and the contents of her 
mind are always miles away 
from our perception. Nana is 
beautiful but dead. The jigsaw- 
puzzle of the film can only be 
solved by the outright fabrica-. 
tion of the numerous missbig 
pieces.

A tiny little man conducted 
tho M.S.O. last week. He was 
Japanese. He proved beyond all 
, doubt that to be a good con- 
ductor Is not the privilege of 
Western man. From . the mo- 
ment he boupced onto the po- 
dium, to bis fbial exit, amid a 
standhig ^yation, . he . had ! com- 
plete muté|^>^«^eilbrches- 
tra. Hls^beift'^is'^absolutely 
precise, and he seemed to feel 
physically every nuance in the 
music. 

Leon Fleisher is an excellent 
pianist . His performance was 
admirable, but he played as .if 
he were dead tired; His playing 
' lacked .the vitality' required for 
' the Mozart Concerto, although 
> his sensitivity as a musician 
came through In the slow se- 
cond movement 

Michel PerreauU, the compo- 
ser of Sea Gallows, is a per- 
cussionist with the M.S.O. This 
work was commissioned for Les 
Grands Ballets ^.Çààildléiu, and 
has been perfbrméd^intënsivcly 
^itbroughout ' Canada as a ballet 
' PerreauU • Incorporated four 
Maritime folk songs hito his 
composition, and It was inte- 
resting to hear these hi a dif- 
ferent context Tho difficult 
rhythmic sections were well- 
played and precise. The thbd 
of the four movements was es- 
pecially beautiful. 

The Requiem for Strings by 
Tom Takemitsu,' a contempora- 
ry Japanese composer, "was a 
rather nondescript piece. It was 
the first performance by the 
M.S.O. I hesitate to critlche be- 
cause I am not schooled in 
contemporary- music, but I did 
not like it. 



Tlie!second- part of the pro- 
gram was Pictures at an Exhi- 
bition. This was a very excit- 
ing performance. This work is 
very well-known, and without 
much trouble may be .played 
with a lack of interest on the 
part of an orchestra. But the 
musicians seemed to be trying 
thehr best to make this an ex- 
cellent performance.' They suc- 
ceeded. Tho solo trumpet was 
skillfully played by James Ran- 
te. The Great Gate of Kiev*, 
tho last section of Pictures ,was 
terrific. Maybe this was so' be- 
cause the orchestra played as 
loudly as they could, but it left 
the audience breathless, Oza-. 
wa was applauded for at least 
five mhiutes, and ffaially recelv< 
ed a standhig ovation; some- 
thhig rarely seen ta Montreal.

Blttar Ath. One smokes one's 
marijuana green when. unwil- 
ling to let the plant mature.

Deadpan dealings like "If you , 
don't understand me, who * 
will?" are the' order of the 
day. Every conceivable neu- 
rosis finds Its statement in one 
of the sundry characters. The 
fihn quality is comparable to 
an old nm-down beatnik coffee- 
house that has been converted 
into a bus-stop-waiUnig-Btation. 
It cost about $5,000 to make — 
quite an expensive cigarette at ' 
that ■ - 

Marilyn (film in Cinemascope 
and Colour; 1063; Twentieth 
Century Fox;, now playing at; 
the Capitol Theatre). 

Marilyn Monroe was sexy — . 
wo all know, this; but what 
takes this pastiche of selections 
from M. M. films and a very 
dreary and uninspired com- 
mentary by Rock Hudson eigh- 
ty minutes to express is that 
she was not just a sex-shren, 
but a , fine and distinctive ac- • 
tress as well. However, it sèems 
ridiculous that the extracts 
come only from the Fbx'studio'" 
Was it really hnponible?^f« . 
them to effect some sort' of 
arrangement with' other compai- 
nies? . 

What do we see then 7 Among, 
others — the famous stair 
scene from All About Eve; one 
from Don't. Bother to Knock 
with Richard Wldmark; a scene 
from Monkey Business, by Ho- 
ward':; HawkB3|ilianJ':Bhe il 
uuurvellbus^mjanfMGtwith Gary 
Grant; : another from But Stop 
where she sings so badly "That 
Old; Black Magic"; the noctur- 
nal bathing scene from Som«r 
thing's Got to Give; and scenes 
from Gentlemen Prefer Blon- 
des (agata by Hawkes), How 
to Marry • Millionnaire, and 
The Seven Year Itch (by Billy 
Wilder). But undeniably mis- 
sing are extracts from Asphalt 
JungI*, Some Like It Hot. Ltfs 
Make Love, and Tho Misfits. 

We get neither a poem, a 
lyrical work to the glory of 
Marilyn, nor a "real portrait 
complete In the biographical' 
aspects analyskg the myth. We 
would have had to see her first 
appearance in Seudda Hoo, 
Seudda Hay; it would havo been 
necessary to show the famous 
cover-gbl photos; it would have 
been necessary to talk of tho 
men. Above all, it would have 
been necessary to make à film. 
"What ■ remains Is the pleasure 
of agata seeing certain known 
passages where Marilyn cotaci- 
des with the ideal that she had 
always sought — to be at one 
and the same time the fabulous 
yet taaccesslble dream i^rlttcess 
and the good little wbman;with 
the smile of a lost child.

England may yet provide the 
rebirth, of tlie musical comedy 
not through such offerings as 
Lionel Bart's imitations of the 
Broadway format (Blitz and 
Olivir) but through experiments 
Uke Leslie Bricusse and An> 
thony Newley's Stop.th* World 
— I Want to Get, QW Ibt 
heights of the American musical 
theatre were reached by My 
Fair Lady, Wttst Side Story, and 
How- to Succeed In Butiness, 
etc., etc., shows which combined . 
music, dance, drama, and visual 
effect in varying degrees; but 
they have particularly in com- 
mon the creation of great illu- 
sion by great abundance of la- 
vish, realistic detail This detail 
often ; dwarfs ' the ^ essential 
theme, though it certainly never 
obscures it 

Newley has a different ap- 
proach. With a minimum of illu- 
sion through visual detail and 
an awesome inventiveness in 
the writing and directing, he 
bares the theme of Stop th« 
World, making it the most lucid 
and important factor. 

. The set is a large circus tent, 
^withv a half-drdo of bleachers 
^fiëing the audience and reading 
oùti at the mimed suggestion of . 
the' actors, to embrace the spec- 
tator as the other half and full. 
. participant of the play. The cos- 
tumes are embellished rehearsal 
leotards and, in the case of the 
sole man, ■ clown dress (simul- 
taneously leaving no doubt that 
the play is a' play and also com-:

Howard Ryshpan, a particu- 
larly warm and likeable Johnny 
heads a small cast of distinctly 
professional calibre. Florence 
Schreiber, as Eadie, displays a 
thorough realization of her cha- 
racter, and manages the gradual 
' maturation with a great deal of 
realism. Unfortunately, she loses 
sympathy occasionally but per- 
haps this is a fault in direction. 

Pauline Trehub does what all 
before her have done with the

- thcr and, as usual, It works. 
David Francis, of A Midsummer 
Nighfs Dream fame, has shown 
himself to be a fine character 
actor and he plays the minus- 
cule role of the bellhop quite 
well. • 
.. The direction, by Paul Sway- 
ze, concentrated more on pacing 
and stage business than inter- 
pretation and as a consequence 
left much to the actors, with 
consequen.t disorganization.

The format was excellent The 
fhrst half, of the programiwaa;

Prophecy, BethlehemJ^thir 
Manger, the Angel, the Heaven- 
ly^Host, the Shepherds, ^' the 
Adoration, the Presentation, 
WIscmen, Herod and Tho Flight 
into Egypt, each section being 
introduced by readings from 
the Gospels according to Mat- 
thew and Luke. These were 
given by foreign students in 
their native costumes. Of par- 
ticular interest were those of 
Greece, Ghana, and The Philip- 
pines. The atmosphere was 
festive and colourful, though • 
tho inartistic mural behind the 
choU- detracted from the total 
effect .

ganist and choir director 6f 
St James United Church, di- 
rector of the Montreal Eigar 
Choir, and Supervisor of music 
for the Protestant School Board 
of Greater Montreal, as well as 
the McGiU Choral Society. He 
is obviously a dynamic leader, 
who, by force of his personali- 
ty and love of his vocation, can 
compel devotion from those 
under his guidance. His pro- 
gram notes, were very helpful 
in giving the background to 
each selection. 

The Choral Society showed 
themselves capable of both 
powerful and subtle effects, 
achieving an often moving 
harmonization with tho thought 
and words. In "A Babe Holds 
Court in Bethlehem", and 'The 
Snow Lay on the Ground" ba- 
lance and integration were 
successful, though "Masters in 
this Hall" showed the weak 
tenor i^dh-bass voices to be. 
domlnateà^Byl! the sopranos. 
'"The Little Drummer Boy" was 
infectious, but the higher notes 
were.beyond the range of un- 



ûralncd voices, and thé sopra- 
nos were periodically harsh. 
The students did not know the 
words to "The Three Drovers" 
very well, and thehr frequent 
reference to tbefa: music was 
distracting. 

Throughout the performance, 
the organ accompanhneht*prov- 
ed efficacious in adding depth. 
On the other hand, the- 'piano 
was often Irrelevant indeed in- 
trusive. 

The Martlets durected by 
Frank Armstrong were a signi- 
ficant Inclusion in tho concert 
These sixteen well-chosen voi- 
ces were clearly differentiated 
yet complementary. They prov- 
ed more manageable than the 
perhaps unwieldy larger group. 
Âloniquc Manscau singing "The 
Carol of the Birds" in her 
strong pure voice was -a high- 
light of the afternoon. "The 
Cradlo Song of the Virgin" was 
well-executed and evocative. 

The recital concluded with 
the Choral version of Tchaikov- 
sky's "Nutcracker Suite". 
Though sometimes a little flat 
disjointed, and badly articulat- 
ed, it was obviously the So- 
ciety's favourite piece. And as. 
with the rest of Uie program, 
executed with great spirit and 
enthtislasm. .-The club's efforts 
were commendable.

Canadian Choreographers' 
Dance Workshop 



At last young Canadian cho- 
reographers will have the op- 
portunity to express themsel- 
ves. The idea of having a dance 
workshop is to offer choreo- 
graphers and dancers the pos- 
sibility of working and progres- 
sing in their chosen fields. La 
Boutique de l'Opéra, an inti- 
mate, black and red, hundred- 
seat theatre at 2111 Clarke, is 
the perfect place in which to 
experiment 

The night of the Canadian 
Choreographers' first perfor- 
mance at La Boutique, the 
house was filled with long- 
hah*ed types, literally and fi- 
guratively.- Mostly, they were 
people closely connected with 
the dance; many were friends 
and colleagues of the perform- 
ers. The theatre Is small enough 
80 .that, the people In the front 
rows can hear .Ûié dancers puf- 
fing — giving : them a feeling 
of empathy with the group. 

The seven new ballets pre- 
sented were of an extremely 
varied texture; The most ef- 
fective ballet was Adagio. Mi- 
chael Conte, choreographer, 
chose a seemingly difficult 
theme in the form of a quote 
by Ruysbcrg. 

"Everyman has the Immense 
desire to contribute to the 
tragic movements of life, act- 
ing as his own demon and tor- 
turing himself in tho name of 
beauty, a beauty he cannot 
avow without the pain of eter- 
nal solitude." 

He and Eva Von Gcnscy 
showed the conflict with feeling 
and skill; they performed tosses 
and lifts in sculpturistic, ta- 
bloid-like form to show . man's 
inner turmoil. The applause 
and "Bravos" afterwards ac- 
claimed this as the highlig^*^ 
of the evening. 

The other, ballets were mo- 
dem and well done but too 
trite in movement and stage 
patterns. La Vampire, a dance 
based on the poem by Baude- 
lahre Was danced without fault 
by Yvonne LaFlammc. The cho- 
reography, by Michael Boudot 
was too gymnastic, too coy. 



Julio Piedra performed two 
standard Spanish dances. Al- 
berto Mcgoles, the guitarist now 
at the Spanish Club on Sher- 
brooke, accompanied him. There 
is no doubt that Mcgales is a 
polished, sensitive musician; 
the audience were more res- 
ponsive to him than to most 
of the dances. Kabuki Fanfare, 
by Jack Foster, was a lovely 
and humorous combination of 
oriental and Jazz movements. 
The viewers were very pleased 
with this experiment 

Michael Boudot is the dh-ec- 
tor of the Canadian Choreo- 
graphers' Workshop. He has 
spent the last seven years 
dancing in Europe with Inter- 
national companies and it ., Is 
his hope that an JnterasâÉja/ 
dance in Canada willw^rar 
from the Workshop. The next 
presentation, including a ballet 
based on a book by Sartre with 
music , by Mingus, sounds in- 
triguing.

On Friday, November 29, the 
Folk Music Society successful- 
ly presented its first of two an- 
nual concerts; this one, at least, 
featuring student talent .entire- 

'int^-.to perform was Elyse 
^Weinberg, who chose two Bob 
^ongs, "Bob Dylan'8 
D»am"|'ind "Hard Rain' Gonna 
Fall'^ Dylan's are songs with 
something to be said, and some- 
thing to be said in the simplest 
and most forceful way. The pri- 
mary need of one who sings 
his songs is Jiot a strikingly 
beautiful voice, but a voice 
which is clear and forceful. In 
view of this, Miss Wehiberg did 
well In choosing the songs she 
did. Ably supplying herself 
with a Dylan-style guitar ac- 
companiment, she sang weU,^ 
with an apparent understand- 
ing of what she was singing. ' 

.The Folk 'Society Choral 
Group, under' the direction of 
Bill Kaufman, performed next 
The group obviously cofnpri«ed 
many good singers, despite the 
fact that they occasionally 
sounded unpolished. Nonethe- 
less, it was a noble effort, and 
showing of very much promise. 
It is worthy of note that the 
arrangements used were the su- 
perb work of Bill Kaufman. 

From a purist's viewpoint; 
Margaret Singleton was possi- 
bly the only person qualified 
to sing as a folk-singer. She 
had learned the Appalachian 
ballads she sung from her fa- 
mily, durlnjB^hcI^j£hildhood:vin 
that part of^^nttedTstatcs 
which haS'iprwlueed so many 
folk songs^:g^^^i in a clear 
and sim^tefvoiec^assisted by 
the guitar of Jacic Kapica. 

Michael Nercnberg and Per- 
ry Phillips displayed much abi- 
lity as a pair of singers, instru- 
mentalists, and prcsong come- 
dians. Their performance was 



smoothly executed, Indicating 
careful preparation. 

The Harmonica Trio proved 
to be quite enjoyable, and cer- 
tainly a contrast in sound to 
thè other performers. Each 
/ 'member played weU. niaintaln- 
ing unity and harmony. 

Sandy Pinsky contributed 
'inorelo the intemationallty of 
the concert, with an Argentine 
ballad, an Israeli sbng, and a 
Fred Hellerman composition,

voice carried well through the 
hall, and she accompanied her- 
self on the guitar.

This second volume of Hugh 
Garner short stories is the 
kind of book that seems to be 
equally popular, with those ' 
who give, and those who got, 
Christmas gifts. The front 
cover of the book's dust jac- 
ket is decorated,, rather In re> 
verse of the usual practice, by 
a broodlngly black-and- 
white portrait of the artist as 
a much more Intrlgulngly in- 
tense , if not younger — , 
looking man than he ordin- 
arily is. The back cover is 
t&ken up by an inventory of 



and-cbld-turlcey -sandwicHes. Or 
even the ideal booic to leave on 
tlie bed^do table between 
Christmas and New Year, for 
late-night or carly-momlng read- 
crs-in-bed. 

Judging by its shape, its dust- 
cover, and the number of pages, 
it should appeal to both those 
who are dismayed by heft, and 
those who are attracted by 
pseudo-intellectualism.
